' riffs in that part, conjunaly and ſeverzlly, ſpecial'y conſtitute, Greeting : 
' Foralmuch as it is certainly informed, that of late there has been many Houſes: 
broken, and that this Crime of Houle breaking is become in a manner gene- 
ral overall the Kingdom, by Thieves and Robbers, who have ſtollcn, - rub- 
bed, and 1way-taken, great quantities of Goods out of the ſaids Houſes, to 
the great loſs and dammage ot many people; and to the effect that the aids 
Thieves and Robbers may be diſcovered, and brought to condign puniſh- 
ment: Therefore We, with advice of the Lords of Our Privy Council, have 
thought fit by open Proclamation to give notice, that if any perſon or per- 
ſons thall diſcover any of theſe Thieves, Robbers, and Houſe-breakers, or their 
Reſerters, ſo as that they may be apprehended and brought to puniſhment, 
they ſhall have the Sum of an hundred Pounds Srets Money as 2 Reward for 
every perſon that ſhall be diſcovered and apprehended, ſo as they may be 
brought to puniſhment, as ſaid is. Ag alſo, if any of theſe Thieves, Robbers, 
and Houle-breakers, or the Relſetters, ſhall dilcover any of their Accomplis 
Ces, {o as that they may be apprehended and brought to puniſhment, as afore- 
ſaid, the diicoverer ſhall notonly be indemnified for the Crime, but likewiſe 
-have the foreſaid Reward. . And farder, We with Advice foreſaid, recom» 
mend to, and impower all Our good Subjes, to ſeiz and apprehehend all 
1dle and Vagrant Perſons, or Vagabonds, and bring them before the next Ju- 
ſtice of Peace, or other Mapilſtrats to Burgh or Landwart, tobe by them ſe» 
cured as Law will. OUR WILL IS HEREFORE, and We Charge you 
firialy, and Command, .that incontinent theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs tothe 
Mercat-Groſs of Edinburgh, and other remanent Mercat Croffes of the haill 
Head Byrghs of the ſeveral Shires and Stewartries within this Kingdom, and 
thereat in Our Name and Authority, by open Proclamation make Intimation 
of the Premiſles, that none pretend ignorance. And ordains th:ſe preſents to 
be Printed and Publiſhed.
